The Governor's Vetoes.,
Walker, as n matter of course, omita
1o opportunity to make n peint ngainst
lis old enemy, the Governor. Bo he
pitehes into Lis vetoes of the two or three
appropriations made by the Leglslatore
for local purposes, two of which happen
to concern the Third District, Iie re.
marks that the Governor having been’
guilty of n gros wrong to the people of
that section “ean't forgive them," mean-
ing thereby, we suppose, that he naturally
and maliciously desires to persecute those
whom he has already injured. He also
remarks that the Governor inhis refusal
to veto the Capitol removal bill “conten-
ded that b had no rightto veto any bills
Dbut sucl na were nneonstitational,” or in
other words, “that he had no right to in-
terpose his veto from considerations of
public policy nlone,”

Mr. Walker cannot find any such lao-

guage in the Governor's written reply to| ¥

the Charleston lawyera last March, The
Governor ‘does not therein say anything
that can be #o comstrued, Nor in hia
ge to the Legislature in N I
1nst does hie sny anythingof the kind, He
simply anys tifit when the removal bill
come before him he examined it tosee “if
it violated any of the provisions of the
Constitution.” Ie owns that his own
judgment wus contrary to the policy of the
Dill, and states that if he had found it in
confliet with the Constitution he would
have vetoed it. And even althongh he
falled to so find it, yet hedid not sign the
bill at lnst, and it became a law without
his, approval,

There is nothing, therefore, on record
from the Governor about having “no
right" to veto bills that are not uncon-
stitutionnl, It isto be presumed that the
question of right is settled by the Con-
wtitution under which bLe exercisos the
veto power. That instrument gives him a
discretionary power to veto a bIlLif he
does wot approye it, only requiring him
to state his objections to the Legislature.
Section 15 of Art, VII of the Constitution
very plainly contemplates vetoes by the
Governor of the approprintions of publie
money. That section is supplementary
to the preceding section whieh defines
the general veto powers and duties of the
Governar.

But supposing the Governor lad

“chosen to thus limit the splere of hin
rights under the Constitution, it is by
no means certain that within such a lim-
itation he nught not find reasons for
vetoing the loeal appropriations referred
to. Section & of Artiele X, of the Con-
stitution says that the power of taxation
on the part of the Legislature “shall ex-
tend to provisions for the payment of the
State debt and the intareat thereon, the
mupport of free sehiools and the paywent
of the annunl estimoted expenses of the
Siate,” and does not provide for taxation
for any other purposes. Now suppose
that a number of appropristions khould
be made every session for romls and
bridges, nmounting to $3,000 or $50,000
each time, how are such expemlitures to
be provided for except hy poing beyond
the section quoted ?

But waiving allquestions of vonstitu-
tionality, we regard it as very important
that the State of West Virginia should
never follow the pernicious example of
the old State in going into o log-rolling
syatem of local improvements.
